Ten  years  ago,  one  hundred  tenants  from  all  over  Massachusetts  met  to  form  the  first 
statewide  organization  to  represent  all  of  the  more  than  two  million  Massachusetts  residents  who 
are  tenants.   On  that  day,  the  Massachusetts  Tenants  Organization  was  born.    Its  mission  was  to 
organize  tenants  in  private,  subsidized,  public  and  mobile  housing  to  fight  for  better  conditions, 
fair  treatment,  and  affordable  rents. 


As  we  deal  with  our  daily  struggles,  it's  important  to  recognize  that  we  have  accomplished 
over  the  years.  We  should  congratulate  ourselves  for  having  achieved  many  great  victories.  We 
should  also  recognize  the  important  roles  that  so  many  people  have  played  in  the  growth  of  the 
organization. 

One  such  person  is  our  Director,  Mike  Fogelberg,  who  is  leaving  in  June.   He  will  be 
attending  graduate  school  at  Tufts  University.   Mike  began  his  career  as  a  tenant  organizer  as  a 
student  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin  at  Madison.   Mike  came  to  MTO  in  July,  1987  after 
working  for  the  Coalition  for  a  Better  Acre  in  Lowell.   For  the  next  two  years  as  the  Boston 
Organizer,  Mike  worked  to  pass  the  Boston  Condo  Permit  System  and  the  Subsidized  Tenant 
Protection  Act  along  with  important  voter  registration  and  education  drives.    Mike  took  over  for 
Emily  Dreyfus  as  Executive  Director  in  June,  1989.   Since  then,  Mike  has  worked  tirelessly  to 
keep  the  organization  funded  and  give  MTO  a  leading  role  on  issues  such  as  preserving 
subsidized  AT-RISK  housing  at  the  state  and  federal  levels. 

Every  spring,  MTO  has  a  pot  luck  dinner  where  we  bring  our  members  and  supporters 
together  for  an  evening  of  fun  and  comraderie.   This  year  we  would  like  to  make  the  event  extra 
special  by  giving  Mike  an  enthusiastic  farewell  and  thank-you  for  his  years  of  dedication  to  MTO. 

Anyone  who  works  with  non-profit  organizations  these  days  knows  of  the  financial 
struggle  we  face  constantly.   Continued  survival  and  progress  often  are  contingent  upon  the 
success  of  the  next  grant  proposal  or  fundraising  event.   Mike  deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit  for 
leading  us  through  difficult  times. 

And  you,  as  one  of  our  key  supporters,  deserve  a  lot  of  credit,  too.  Your  support  over  the 
years  has  allowed  MTO  to  be  a  visible  and  vocal  leader  in  the  struggle  for  housing  justice.   Of 
course,  we  still  need  your  support.    In  the  current  recession,  our  work  is  needed  more  and  more. 


Just  recently  in  the  paper,  I  read  that  Governor  Weld  is  seriously  considering  to  eliminate 
general  relief  and  the  707  program  from  the  state  budget.   Such  an  act  will  immediately  put 
many  thousands  of  families  into  the  streets.  You  may  have  seen  the  press  coverage  of  our 
recent  report  that  outlineda  number  of  serious  problems  caused  by  rampant  condo  conversions 
in  the  1980s.   We  found  that,  almost  two-thirds  of  all  condos  in  Boston  are  owned  by  investors. 

significant  number  of  these  investors  have  now  stopped  paying  condo  fees  and  bills  for 
maintenance,  repair  and  othefbasic  services.  As  this  problem  grows  in  a  depressed  economy, 
the  tenants  in  these  units  suffer  the  consequences,  as  will  our  ^neighborhoods. 

I  hope  you  can  be  a  sponsor  of  our  annual  pot-luck  dinner.   It  will  be  a  special  goodbye 
to  Mike  and  a  kickoff  to  our  Ten  Year  Anniversary  that-will  climax  with  a  giant  celebration  at  our 
Holiday  Party  in  December.  We  hope  to  bring  together  all  the  old  staff  and  people  who  have 
been  part  of  our  rich  history  of  tenant  activism. 

And  please  join  us  at  the  Church  of  the  Covenant  at  67  Newbury  Street  in  Boston  on 
Saturday  night,  June  8th  from  6pm  to  9pm  for  an  evening  of  friends,  food,  drink,  and  fun.

Health  care  reform  is  one  of  our  most  urgent  social 
priorities.  The  crisis  of  rising  health  costs  and  lack  of  access 
to  medical  care  is  creating  a  climate  for  change.  Organized  labor 
and  consumers  must  be  informed  and  involved,  so  that  business  and 
the  medical  community  do  not  define  the  solutions.  Our  optimism  is 
increased  by  the  remarkable  upsurge  in  labor  interest,  from  local 
unions  to  the  national  AFL-CIO. 


That  is  why  Health  Care  For  All  is  inviting  you  to  an 
educational  forum,  "Labor  and  the  Health  Care  Crisis"  to  be  held 
from  10  AM  -  12  NOON  on  Monday,  April  29  at  the  Plumbers  Local  12 
union  hall,  1240  Massachusetts  Avenue  in  Boston.  The  meeting  will 
be  chaired  by  Leo  Purcell,  president  of  the  Massachusetts  Building 
Trades  Council,  and  Celia  Wcislo,  president  of  SEIU  Local  285,  and 
will  be  for  labor  officials.  Rep.  John  McDonough  (D-Boston)  will 
be  a  principal  speaker.  He  has  filed  the  Family  Health  Plan,  a 
bill  designed  by  Health  Care  For  All  that  has  already  won 
significant  labor  backing. 

The  meeting  will  provide  an  overview  of  the  crisis,  an 
explanation  of  the  Family  Health  Plan,  and  details  about  the 
national  labor/community  plans  for  Health  Action  Week  by  Jobs  with 
Justice  in  June. 

The  crisis  in  health  care  will  not  be  solved  without  labor's 
active  participation.  Skyrocketing  costs  are  dominating  the 
collective  bargaining  agenda  for  public  and  private  sector  unions, 
for  those  who  negotiate  for  employer  plans  and  those  who  administer 
Taft-Hartley  funds.  Work  stoppages  over  health  care  went  from  18% 
of  all  strikes  in  1986  to  78%  in  1989  and  the  percentage  continues 
to  grow. 

This  is  a  complicated  topic  and  too  important  to  consider 
lightly.  You  will  have  an  opportunity  on  April  29  to  discuss  the 
issues  and  get  answers  to  any  questions  you  may  have.  I  hope  to 
see  you  there.

As  per  Bob  Haynes '  request  through  our  COPE  Region  Director 
Mike  Noonan,  the  following  are  the  details  concerning  the  funds 
which  we  feel  are  owed  to  National  COPE  by  the  Massachusetts  AFL- 
CIO. 


On  July  23,  I  sent  a  letter  to  Arthur  Osborn  detailing  a 
$136,000  COPE  budget  for  the  primary  and  general  elections  based 
on  a  meeting  between  Mike  Ingrao,  Mike  Noonan  and  the  State  Fed 
officers  and  staff.  The  proposed  budget  would  be  split  50/50 
amounting  to  a  $68,000  commitment  from  National  COPE  and  the  State 
Fed. 

Following  the  primary,  I  had  a  telephone  discussion  with 
Arthur  who  informed  me  that  the  State  Fed  was  only  in  a  position 
to  put  up  $10,000  toward  the  general  election  program  which  was  the 
lion's  share  of  the  $136,000  budget.  At  that  point,  we  had  sent 
$2,500  toward  the  State  Fed's  Democratic  Convention  activities,  and 
had  paid  over  $17,000  for  the  computerized  mail  and  telephone  bank 
materials  for  the  Neal  2  CD.  and  Jim  Shannon  primary  races. 

I  agreed  to  do  the  computerized  mail  in  the  general  election 
if  Arthur  would  firmly  commit  the  $10,000  toward  that  mail,  which 
he  did  over  the  telephone.  The  following  is  a  list  of  the  mail  sent 
by  National  COPE  into  Massachusetts  during  the  1990  general 
election  and  the  corresponding  costs: 


1)  Endorsement  Mailing 

165,410  pieces  including 
an  insert  on  Question  #3 

2)  GOTV   postcard  for  Sen.  Kerry 

44,579  pieces 

3)  Persuasion  mail  for  Sen.  Kerry 

1,844  pieces 

Total  spent  by  National  COPE 
for  general  election  mail

As  you  can  see,  National  COPE  spent  heavily  on  general 
election  mail,  the  majority  of  which  was  in  a  format  requested  by 
Arthur  for  the  maximum  effect  on  Ballot  Question  #3.  At  this  point, 
based  on  Arthur's  commitment,  I  feel  that  Massachusetts  owes 
$10,000  toward  the  $52,000+  spent  in  the  general  election  by 
National  COPE.

MASSACHUSETTS  WELFARE  PLAN  OFFICIALS 
CHARGED  IN  LABOR  DEPARTMENT  SUIT 

Former  administrators  of  the  Operating  Engineers'  Local  877  health  and 
welfare  plan  in  Norwood,  Mass.,  allegedly  misused  plan  money  for  their  own 
benefit  and  overcharged  for  services  provided  to  the  plan,  according  to  a 
complaint  filed  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Labor. 

The  complaint  resulted  from  an  investigation  conducted  by  the  Boston  office 
of  the  department's  Pension  and  Welfare  Benefits  Administration  into  violations 
of  the  Employee  Retirement  Income  Security  Act  (ERISA). 

Named  as  defendants  in  the  compiaint  are  former  pian  administrators  Tyrreii 
Consultants,  Inc.  (TCI),  its  owner,  John  Tyrrell  Jr.,  and  trustee  Allen  McWade. 

The  complaint  alleges  that  Tyrrell  and  his  company  violated  their  duties  as 
plan  administrators  when  they: 

granted  TCI  sole  check  writing  authority  on  behalf  of  the  plan 

transferred  $147,000  to  the  company's  corporate  account  as  alleged 
loans  in  1986  and  1987  without  approval  or  authorization  of  the  plan 
trustee 

allowed  employees  of  TCI  to  participate  in  and  receive  benefits  from 
the  plan  from  1987  to  1989 

paid  unauthorized,  unapproved  or  undocumented  payments  with  plan 
money  for  expenses  and  fees,  including  a  $10,000  payment  to  TCI 
for  consulting  fees 

overpaid  the  company  for  administrative  services  performed  between 
1982  and  1986 


more 


commingled  plan  funds  with  those  of  TCI,  including  money  for 
payment  of  insurance  premiums  and 

failed  tofkeep  adequate  records  of  plan  operations,  submit  invoices 
and  annually  file  financial  reports  with  the  federal  government. 

The  trustee  allegedly  failed  to  impose  adequate  internal  controls  to  monitor 
itions  of  T-yrceJland  his  company.  As  a  result  losses  were  incurred  on  the 
improper  transfers  and  overpayments  to  TCI. 

A  court  order  requiring  TCI  and  Tyrrell  to  reimburse  the  plan  for  all  losses 
and  permanently  barring  them  from  serving  as  fiduciaries  or  service  providers  to 
the  union's  plan  or  any  plan  covered  by  ERISA  is  requested  in  the  complaints. 

The  department  also  asked  the  court  to  require  the  defendants  to  reverse 
any  prohibited  transactions  and  to  repay  all  improper  profits. 

The  complaint  was  filed  on  April  8  in  Federal  District  Court  in  Boston.

The  Pennsylvania  AFL-CIO  is  pleased  to  host  this  year's  Northeast 
Region  AFL-CIO  State  Central  Bodies  Community  Services  Meeting, 
August  5-7,  1991  at  the  Hershey  Lodge  and  Convention  Center, 
Hershey,  PA. 

This  meeting  will  enable  Executive  Officers  and  Directors  of 
Community  Services  of  State  AFL-CIO  Councils  to  expand  their 
understanding  and  knowledge,  and  sometimes  their  efficiency  in  the 
field  of  Community  Services.
